WEATHER BUIXETIJf. 


Storm and Warm Waves—Two Distinct 


Temperatures. 


(Copyrighted 1895, by W. T. Foster.) 


ST. 
JOSEPH, Mo., 
May 3. — My 


last 
bulletin gave forecasts of the 


storm waves to cross the continent 
from the 4th to the 8th, and 10th to tho 
14th. Tho next disturbance will reach 
the 
Pacific 
coast about the 14th 


cross the western mountain coun- 
try by close oE the 15th, the great 
central valleys from the 16th to the 18tb 
and the Eastern'.States about the 19th. 


This disturbance will bring some of 


the heaviest rains of the month, but 
these rains will not generally occur 
where most needed. Ths tendency will 
be decidedly toward too much rain in 
the southeastern States and a defi- 
ciency toward the northwest. 


A warm wave will cross the west of 


Bookies country about the 14th, the 
great central valleys the 16th and East- 
ern States the 18th. 
A cool wave will 


cross the west of Bockies country 
about the 17tb, the «reat central val- 
leys the 19th and Eastern States the 
21st. 


SENSIBLE TEMPERATURES. 


There are two very dislinct kinds of 


temperatures and two kinds of ther- 
mometers for recording them. 
One of 


these temperatures is that of a dry, 
the other a wet atmosphere. 
Zero 


weather in a dry atmosphere along the 
40th degree of north latitude would be 
a Paradise compared with the same 
temperature in a damp atmosphere, 
and a temperatuie of 100 in a dry at- 
mo.-piiere is as ;igree-io!e to man and 
beabt as 8T in a'i atmosphere vilnrated 
with evaporated water. 


Captain Gladbford, 
formerly con- 


nected with tho national weather bu- 
reau, now chief officer of the army, de- 
partment of Colorado, and stationed at 
Denver, recently published an article 
in which he says: 


'There are in all temperature records 


two elements, the sensible temperature 
or that which expresses the heat or cold 
felt by the human beitig; and the ap- 
parent temperature, a mere record of 
how the mechanical thermometer is af- 
fected. I',"is the apparent that receives 
publication, greatly to the undue ad- 
vantage of the east and the detriment 
of the west." 


'The measure of these differences 


between the sensible and apparent 
temperatures is shown.X not by the or- 
dinary thermometer placed in some- 
what the same environment as the hu- 
man body in summer. This is accomp- 
lished by clothing the thermometer 
bulb with cotton and permitting it to 
take up moisture by capillarity of the 
cotton fibres from a cup of water or 
other humid source." 


"The resulting evaporation about the 


wetted bulb is similar to that of the 
clothed human body from which the 
perspiration is evaporated, thus caus- 
ing coolness. The coolness is in direct 
ratio to the dryness of the air; that is, 
the dryer the atmosphere the greater 
the evaporation and consequent cool- 
ness." 


"The converse of this is true in win- 


ter; that is, the dryer tha air the less 
the discomfort felt from extreme cold. 
Perhaps 
all 
have experienced the 


dangerous chilling effect of very cold 
weather accompanied by a damp at- 
mospheie." 


By a map Capt. Glassford illustrates 


the average temperatures 
for July 


showing the sensible temperature to 
be, for the 
northern parts of the 


United States, G1.4 and the mechanical 
temperature 83.1 degrees. 


As to the effects on animal life, prob- 


ubably also to some extent on vege- 
table life, this gives to the east half of 
the United States a much] colder, 
sensible temperature in winter and a 
much warmer, sensible temperature in 
summer than is experienced in the west 
half. All this results from the differ- 
ence in amount of moisture in the at- 
mosphere. 


To some extent tbie will explain the 


popularity of my weather bulletins and 
why they have a circulation of over 
two million copies weekly. 


A very large portion of the people— 


perhaps ninety-nine out of a hundred 
—make their estimates of 
weather 


events through their senses and not by 
the readings of 
thermometers and 


other mechanical instruments which 
are not fitted to the senses of animal 
life.

At last he decided he would go to 


West Point. 
Tho doctor yielded, and 


tho son tried tho preliminary examina- 
tions, passed thorn and was appointed a 
cadet. He tried the entrance examina- 
tions, passed them and at last became 
a real cadet nt Wust Point. Even the 
old doctor was proud and happy now. 


But the son did not do as well as he 


had expected at West Point. 
Ho found 


that things military in reality wero not 
as things military in ideality. Ho tried 
tho January examinations and failed. 
His heart was broken. Like many an- 
other youth before him, ho could nevot 
boui' tho disgrace by going homo. So he 
made as largo a fool of himsolf as ho 
could and enlisted in the navy, at the 
Brooklyn navy yard.

Tho old doctor stopped, breathless. 


His two Imarors looked at him aghast. 
For a minuto no word was spoken. At 
last President Arthur said, "Chandler, 
F guess you'd better write that order." 


Chandler wrote it, and a littlo later 


throe men might have been seen engaged 
in discussing three bottles of claret 
Thoy wore all srniliiyj, but one of them 
had a look of great happiness on nil 
grand old face. It was the old doctor.—
